The annual meeting of the Maine 
Press Association was held in City 
Hall, Portland, on Wednesday and 
Thursday of last week, and was 
well attended. Not saying, how¬ 
ever, but that there are many other 
publishers in the State who should 
put in an annual#appearance at our' 
meetings, yet we had a live work¬ 
ing team, and had two busy, profit¬ 
able days. Three out of four of 
Oxford county’s publishers were 
present throughout the session; if 
/the other counties would make as 
good a showing what a convention 
might be held. 

President Charles A. Pillsbury 
of Belfast, editor of the .Republican 
Journal, one of Maine’s best week¬ 
lies, called,!the convention to order 
and gave a brief address which 
was listened to with much.interest. 
There was • no set program but 
every minute of the time was filled 
full and running over; “Shop Talk” 
much of it_ would be called, but it 
was just the kind of talkthatis 
practical and helpful and all were 
of the feeling that the meeting was 
an exceedingly profitable one,

Small Pox Again. 

It is Bethel’s misfortune to have 
small pox to contend with again, 
and this time it is three cases in¬ 
stead of one as last winter. At 
least there are three for certain so 
far, and we hope and trust that 
there will not be more. 

The three cases all originated 
in Mr, Guy Thurston’s lumber 
camp at Riley Plantation and 
are thought to have been taken 
from a pack peddler who visited 
the, camp two or three weeks ago, 
but concerning whom no sus¬ 
picion, was aroused at the time. 
One of the men left the camp and 
came, to the house of E. B. God¬ 
dard in our village over a week 
ago, and remained there until a 
genuine case of small pox was de¬ 
veloped. The second left the 
camp, came to our village last 
Thursday and consulted Dr. 
Twaddle who pronounced his case 
a genuine one. Each was taken 
to a pest house outside of the vil¬ 
lage where they are having proper 
care aDd will soon recover. The 
third was taken sick at Thurs¬ 
ton’s camp and has been removed 
to a separate camp in the woods 
where he will remain. 

There have been some suspicions 
of another case, that of Walter 
Rollins in our village. The house 
is under quarantine, but the 
doctors are somewhat in doubt as 
to whether the patient has small 
pox or not. 

The Board of Health has taken 
■every precaution and the disease 
will doubtless be confined to the 
present cases.

HANDY. TABLE FOR CAPONIZING. 


Description of How Its Made and its 
■ Use. 

Take four piecee of two by three 
scantling, and a board three feet long 
find fourteen inches or more wide, In 
this board bore a hole, two inches in 
diameter, as indicated In. the illustra¬ 
tion, where the back of tfie fowl will 
rest.' This is intended for the loop 
Which holds the Wings to drop through, 
with a weight attached to it under¬ 
neath. .Then, near the edge cut a slot 
one, foot long and one inch and a half 
wide to hold the end of the “leg-hold- 
er.V This “leg-holder". Is made of any 
piece of flat wood, two and a half feet 
long and three inches, wide, with one 
©pd formed into a handle.. It should 
b.e covered with several wrappings of 
cloth where it bears on the lpgs, to 
prevent hurting the fowl. At the 
handle, and just clear of the table, 
half a brick or a similar weight is 
attached, with a string a foot long. 
The other end of the leg-holder is fast¬ 
ened to the table at the slot by tying 
R. sroall piece of Wood to the same, the 
connection to he made through the 
slot, with enough string to allow the 



For best success with poultry one 
person should attend to the care of 
the young chicks all the time. When 
there are several to look after them 
.they are most sure to be neglected at 
Borne time and will suffer for It The 
coops .should all he cleaned night and 
morning, The drinking water should 
be frequently changed and the dishes 
kept In the shade. 


Breeds of poultry that feather quick¬ 
ly are the most subject to disease 
.When young and the hardiest . when 
grown. Quick feathering is g.^erlous 
drain on .them and if not 'carefully 
watched the loss will he great, Be¬ 
cause of.thls high death rate, only the 
strOnges survive, This is one reason 
why they are so hardy when grown. 
Another is that, they have grown their 
feathers Entirely, while the slow feath¬ 
ering breeds often have new feathers 
beneath the outer coat, even when 
they appear full feathered. Many clip 
the ends of the wing feathers When the 
little thing seems tee Weakly, but this 
does little good, They treed extra care 
and feed to gain more strength, so 
they can stand the strain of feather¬ 


ing. 


Pekin ducks may he made a source 
of profit on every farm on acount of 
their feathers alone. Live feathers 
are always in demand. The ducks will 
furnish,from three to four crops of 
feathers during the warm months. At 
moulting time, of when the feathers 
begin- to drop outithey, are ripe and 
may be picked without having blood' 
left in the end of the shaft of each 1 
feather; it is better to pick.when the 
feathers are ripe, than to have them 
strewed about the farm. .The ducks 
should fie Washed with ceoi or warm 
water and put on dean straw to dry 
before picking, It is best to put the 
feathers In One hack And the <» 

In another. Use thin sacks in WhW® 
the fqathers can be hung out ti 
each day for soifte time after he 
picked.—-Field and farm. 


CAPONIZING TABLE, 
bolder to move back and forth in the 
slot, the piece of wood underneath 
holding it in place wherever you may 
wish to stop it. This “ieg-holder’’ is 
iptended to hold the fowl’s legs in 
place when put under it.

One end of this 
Is attached to the hack side of the ta¬ 
ble, ten inches from the top. This 
may be acomplishsd by nailing a cleat 
to the edge of the table, projecting 
down that length, and attaching the 
wing-holder to the end of it. A loop 
made of a soft woolen strip, a foot 
long, 1 b then made, and the wing- 
holder run through it. The other end 
of the wing-holder comes out at the 
front of the table, and serves for a 
handle. A weight similar ,to that of 
the leg-holder is attached ten inches 
from the handle. A small rest or cleat 
is nailed to the front leg for the Wing- 
holder to rest on. The remaining sur¬ 
face of the table is needed for the dif¬ 
ferent instruments for performing the 
operation.

A Flying Machine That Actually 
Flies. 

, The Brothers Wright succeed 
where Langley failed, in driving 
an airship that is not a balloon, 

.. . To sail three miles through the 
air at a speed of eight, miles an 
]/ hour against a breeze blowing 
twenty-one miles an hour is the 
most’ notable achievement id fly¬ 
ing-machine experiments. Three 
years ago, two brothers named 
Wright, of Dayton, Ohio, went 
‘ down among the sandhills of the 
North Carolina coast. They were 
expert mechanics, and brought 
their own tools and machinery. 

* They had studied the experiments 
of flying-machine inventors here 
and abroad. They were going to 
put their study and ingenuity to 
practical use. They , fried - the 
“multiple wing” maohiue- with its 
large number of sails. Then they 
turned to the gliding machine in* 

' vented by Octave Chanute and 
modified it to their purpose. Their 
first machine carried one of them 
three hundred and sixty feet, and 
after another year a new apparatus 
sailed an eighth of a unite. Last 
year they made Changes, and added 
a gasoline engine and propellers, 
with the final successful test late 
in December as a result. 

The machine, in which the-opor* 
ator lies at full length; is in some 1 
ways like a box kite with, a rudder 
instead of a tail. The framework 
is covered- with cloth at top and 
bottom. It is buoyant enough of 
itself to float its own weight and 
that of one man, Baring' their 
j three years of experiments, the 
brothers had added considerably i 
to their knowledge of air-currents :> 
and of the resistance of canvas, i 
Keeping these things In view, they j 
designed and built their propelling 
apparatus. One propeller, revolv¬ 
ing horizontally, is placed under- ( 
heath the centre of the machine’s i 


body. The other ia’like the screw 
of a steamship, whirling vertically 
at the rear. The gasoline engine, 
with 4-inch pistons and 16-brake 
horsepower, operates at will either 
or both of the propellers. The 
one beneath helps to hold up the 
machine; the, one at the rear 
drives it in the direction toward 
which the operator points.-Col-

Irrigating Wells and Reservoirs.' 

t ■ The wells for irrigating are built 
in a peculiar ^manner. For the 
first sixteen feet they are dug, like 
Ordinary wells. Then the subsoil, 
' of a quicksand'nature, is reached. 

From that depth acylinder sixteen 
1 inches, or larger, in diameter, and 
’ thickly perforated is driven down¬ 
ward, and the sand and water that 
enter the cylinder through the per-' 
forations are pumped out and the 
cylinder is forced still further 
downward. As the country , is 
practically flat, the reservoirs have 
to pe built with enbankments, to 
bring them above the natural level, j 
- in order that a fall for the water 
may be secured. 

The windmills cost from $155 to 
$200. .There is no expense for 
power to operate them. By keep¬ 
ing them ar Work pumping Into 
the reservtirs when the wind is of 
sufficient velocity to furnish the 
necessary power, water can.. be 
stored for use when the wfndphap- 
pens to fail. The size ofHWarea 
to be irrigated and the crops to be 
grown determine the number of 
Windmills and reservoirs neces¬ 
sary., A windmill in - an. ordinary 
wind Will fill a reservoir 75 by 100 
feet and 6 feet deep in two days’ 
fiiid nights. One windmill and 
one reservoir Will supply sufficient 
Water to irrigate from ten to twenty 
acres. 

The farmer Who adopts irrigation 
is forced to learn some of the rudi¬ 
mentary principles eriurvoying, in 
order to build his reservoir and run 
his ditches so that Water can be 
carried to all parts of the farm, 
The water is'carried from the res¬ 
ervoir In main ditches leading to 
the different' fields. From the 
main ditch, smaller ones carry the 
wafer between the rows of trees or 
vegetables, except when fields, such 
.as alfalfa hay fields, are to bo wat¬ 
ered by the flooding system.—Re- 1 
Ylew of Reviews. * *

The malic acid of-ripe 
apples, either, raw or cooked, will neu¬ 
tralize any excess of chalky matter’ 
engendered by eating too much meat, 
Fresh fruit,- such as the apple, the 
pear and the plum, when taken ripe 
and without sugar, diminish acidity in 
the stomach rather than provide it. 
Their vegetable salts and juices are 
converted .into alkaline rcarbonates, 
which tend to counteract acidity, t A 
good, ripe, raw apple is one* of the 
easiest .vegetable substances for the 
stomach to deal with, the whole pro¬ 
cess of its digestion being completed 
in eighty-five minutes. 

Besides these medicinal qualities of 
the apple, it has great virtue for local 
applications. The paring of 'an apple 
cut somewhat thick, is an ancient 
remedy for inflamed eyes, being tied 
on at night when .the patient goes to 
bed, In France a common remedy for 
inflamed eyes is an apple poultice, 
the apple being roasted and its pulp 
applied oven the eye without any in¬ 
tervening substance.—Fruit World.'

Burned Cobs for Hogs. 

Burned corncobs, If you have no 
charcoal, mixed with some wood 
ashes and a very little salt kept where 
the hogs can get at it. Is one of the 
best regulators that hogs can. be giv¬ 
en to beep them In healthy condition. 
As' to the manner of burning these 
cobs, one breeder says to dig a hole 
In the ground five feet deep, one foot 
In diameter at the bottom and fits 
feet at the top, .'using .this hole as a 
charcoal pit. Into this pit place Some 
combustible matter and ignite. To 
this gradually add dry corncobs until 
the pit is full. After the flames have 
thoroughly penetrated- these cobs 
place .over the pit a sheet iron cover 
so as to exclude the air. If there are 
finy crevices around the edge it should 
be covered with soil. In the course 
of ten or twelve hours the charcoal 
will he ready for use. This charcoal 
jjnay bo fed alone to hogs or miked in 
the. following way: Six bushels of 
corncob charcoal, eight pounds of 
salt, two quarts of air slacked lim* 
and one bushel of wood ashes. The, 
charcoal should be broken up fine- and 
these substances thoroughly mixed to¬ 
gether; One Writer adds to this mix¬ 
ture one and one-quarter pounds of 
copperas, which he dissolves in hot 
water, afterward Bprlnkling this over 
the mixture, - : . ■ y, *
